Prof Ved Prakash, Head, DEME welcomed the members of the DAB and others 
present in the meeting.

Regarding the programmes of the department, it was 
mentioned that no program was earned over for the year 2000-2001 and all the 
programmes proposed for the year 2001-2002 were progressing as per schedule. It is 
hoped that these shall be completed within the stipulated time frame.

3. A RESUME OF ACTIVITIES OF THE DEPARTMENT DURING THE 
LAST FIVE YEARS 

The Department has been engaged in several activities in the area of 
Measurement and Evaluation, and identification of Talent and its nurturance. 
The development of innovative approaches to educational evaluation, research 
and developmental activities directed at examination reforms at all stages of 
school education, organization of the National Talent Search Examination, 
constituted some of the major activities of the Department during the last five 
years. The department has been carrying out its activities in close 
collaboration with the Departments/Directorates of Education and Boards of 
School Education of various States and Union Territories. 

The Department undertook the following activities directed towards 
examination reforms and improvement of evaluation practices during the last 
five years - 

• Development of pool of items and other tools for evaluation of 
learning outcomes related to different curricular areas at school stage. 

• Development of schemes of continuous and comprehensive evaluation 
at primary, upper primary and secondary stage in schools and its 
dissemination among the State Departments of Education, SCERTs, 
Boards of Secondary Education and Teacher Training Institutions in 
States/UTs 

• Analysis of question papers ofdiflerent Boards in different subjects 

• Development of language exercises in English at Primary level. 

• Analysis of evaluation practices in Chemistry practical at Senior 
Secondary Stage 

• Coordination, documentation and dissemination of research through 
Examination Reform Bulletin. 

• Development of training package in Educational Evaluation. 


• Preparation of a handbook on Continuous and Comprehensive 
Evaluation (CCE). 

• Conduct of Achievement Survey at Primary level 

• Conference of Chairpersons of Boards of School Education 

• Training Programmes on the use of grades in schools 
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• The Department organized a number of training programmes of 
personnel from dilfcrent Boards which were attended by a large 
number of participants. These personnel were trained to act as 
Resource Persons in the respective Boards in developing balanced 
question papers In addition to this, the Department provided technical 
support in the programmes organized by various Boards. Expertise in 
evaluation is also provided to foreign delegates visiting NCERT for 
training from time to time. 

• Identification of Talent 

Each year the National Council of Education Research and 
Training under its National Talent Search Scheme awards 1000 
scholarships including 15% for Scheduled Castes and 7!4 % for 
Scheduled Tribes candidates. 

The selection for the award under the National Talent Search 
Scheme is done at two stages. The first stage selection is done by the 
Stales/UTs through written examination between October and January 
every year on the basis of which the stipulated number of candidates 
are recommended to the NCERT for the second level test. The second 
level examination is held by the NCERT on as many as 33 centres 
located in all the States and Union Territories This examination is 
invariably conducted on Second Sunday of May every year to select 
the requisite number of awardees.

Universalization of elementary education has been one of the top priority 
programmes of the country Tremendous efforts have been made to achieve it by 
emphasizing on universal enrolment, universal retention and universal 
achievement. Despite all this, the analysis of students’ results continue to reflect 
poor performance of students’ at various stages. It is, therefore imperative to 
study students’ levels of achievement with a view to identifying hard Spots of 
learning and to overcoming them by way of providing research based 
interventions. This may be accomplished by undertaking periodic achievement 
survey in specific curricular areas particularly only at the end of elementary stage. 
It becomes all the more pertinent in the wake of universalization of elementary 
education 

Somehow conduct of achievement surveys could not be institutionalized in the 
country. Only sporadic attempts have been made in the past by Kulkami (1970) 
in mathematics at secondary stage, and Shukla et. al (1990) in language and 
mathematics at primary stage. Similar studies have also been undertaken I under 
DPEP in selected states. Currently the department is engaged in conducting the 
achievement survey at the end of first five years of schooling. As far as 
elementary stage is concerned, no survey has been conducted so far.

Assessment of learners at primary stage suffers from a number of inadequacies. It 
takes into account only the scholastic area of pupil growth and that too in a very 
truncated manner It doc not focus at all the development of co-scholastic attributes 
which are equally essential for total personality development It is precisely for this 
reason that time and again emphasis has been laid in ensuring the element of 
comprehensiveness in students’ evaluation which eventually warrants continuity. 
Though efforts were made during the past three decades to implement the scheme of 
CCE in different States, it however, could not yield desired results for a variety of 
reasons Having regard to various significant facets of the CCE, it is desirable to 
translate and operationalize it in the prevailing circumstances. An attempt therefore, 
could be made to operationalize the scheme in DMPHSS where the proposed scheme 
could be tned out for the purpose of ascertaining its practicability and sustainability. 

Progress of the Programme 

The programme is progressing as per schedule Three major activities were held 
dunng 2000-2001. The first major activity under the programme was to develop the 
scheme of school based system of assessment which was completed in time. It was 
followed by the second major activity related to vetting and finalization of the 
scheme. The scheme was finalized and the schools were asked to prepare calendar of 
activities, time table and progress report card to be used at the time of try out rif the 
scheme commencing from April 2001 The third major activity was the orientation 
programme of the primary teachers of D.M. Schools in the use of the scheme. This 
programme was held in the last week of March 2001 as per schedule. 

The next phase of the programme relates to try out of the scheme in all the D.M. 
Schools in Apr.l 2001. Subsequently the coordinators from different RIEs supervised 
the overall implementation of the scheme in close collaboration of the DEME team. 
The try out of the scheme will be in operation till March 2002 when the final exams 
will be over.
